“Health  care  insurance  continues  to  be  an  explosive  cost  to  all  employers  and  has  been  a  very  real 
challenge  to  the  state  of  Indiana  as  an  employer,”  O’Bannon  said. 

Because  health-insurance  costs  were  expected  to  skyrocket,  the  administration  worked  out  an 
agreement  under  which: 

•  The  state,  which  in  the  past  has  paid  93.5  percent  of  the  cost  of  any  insurance  plan,  now  will  pay  93.5 
percent  of  the  cost  of  the  traditional  insurance  plan  offered  to  employees  -  $136.27  biweekly  for 
singles  and  $381.61  biweekly  for  families  -  offered  by  the  state  and  administered  by  Anthem. 

o  New  rates  are  effective  Jan.  1  for  those  on  A  payroll  schedule  and  Jan.  8  for  those  on  B 
payroll  schedule. 


•  The  employee  will  be  expected  to  pay  the  difference  between  the  state’s  payment  and  the  cost  of  the 
plan  he  or  she  chooses. 

•  To  help  offset  the  increase,  each  employee  will  receive  $1,092  a  year  -  $42  a  pay  period. 

o  The  adjustment  is  effective  Dec.  8  and  payable  Dec.  31  for  employees  on  A  payroll  schedule 
and  Dec.  15  and  payable  Jan.  8  for  those  on  B  payroll  schedule.
